TO-DAY’S NEWS 


Press Dispatches to EVI GaserTs. 


Arguments Ageinst Assasaination— Da- 
vidge Consumes the Day in His 
Speech for the Prosecution. 


Wasuineton, January 12. 

As soon as the court was called to 
order Davidge took his position in 
front of the jury and opened his argu- 
ment with a disclaimer of any ioten- 
tion to make u set speech, but ex- 
pressed a simple desire to render the 
jury what aid he could in their present 
and solemn duty. The time had now 
come in this trial when the jury were 
to become factors. Whatever disorder 
or levity might have characterized the 
trial there was but one sentiment in 
respect to the conduct of the jury. All 
commended their dignified deport- 
ment and close and patient attention 
to the evidence, and he could not 
doubt that as they had received com- 
mendation of all past they would con- 
tinue to deserve it in future by their 
decision of the question before them. 

As Davidge traced the process of 
reasoning by which the prisoner grad- 
ually reached the conviction that but 
one life interposed between himself 
and possibly great benefit, Guiteau be- 
came restless. 

„% Not often,” said Davidge, “ in the 
record of henious crime has such plain 
and pointed evidence been given as in 
this case. Thesuggesticn came to the 
wretch in the night, as he was laying 
in his bed. 

“Tt came to me when the Lord got 
ready to have it,” snarled the prisoner. 
* Davidge continued — This thought, 
or suggestion, came to him on the 18th 
of May. Still thinking that he might 
obtain the office he sought he kept bis 
hands clean. He made another effort 
on the 28th of May toinduce the Pres- 
ident—” 

Guiteau called out from the dock : 
“IT would not have taken a foreign 
mission after the first of June if it had 
been offered to me.” 

Davidge (apparently not heediog 
him)—“ On the 28th of May—’’ 

Guitenu— I'm talking about the 
first of June.” : 

Davidge (pausing a moment)—“J ust 
listen to him.” 

Guiteau (eneeringly)—“ They will 
listen to you, but yonr talk is so weak 
it is hardly worth listening to.” 

For several minutes Guiteau con- 
tinued to interject his comments with 
the evident igtention of annoying Da- 
vidge, but finding he could not effect 
this, he gradually subsided into com- 
plete sileace. 

“In the beginning,“ said Davidge, 
“it was thought to shew that the pris- 
oner was off his balance. Now the 
Court tells you to look for that degree 
of insanity which disables a mn from 
knowing that what he was doing was 
wrong. This is the test you are to ap- 
ply upon the question of inspiration. 
think I will be able to show to your 
satisfaction how little there is in this 
claim. The only question was that of 
insanity.” He thea argued that the 
prisoner had that degree of intelli- 
gence, legal knowledge, and moral 
sense which renders him responsible 
for his acts. ina telling passion he 
showed that the prisoner bimself had 
wit to see the fatal weakness of Sco- 
ville’s line of defense, and repudiated 
it, arguing in his own behalf that he 
was no imbecile, but a sane man, 
whose .jotellect and will had been 
dominated during a specified period 
of time, readeriag bim irresponsible 
for this particular crime. 

He then reviewed the circumstances 
of the crime. His analysis of Guiteau's 
character was graphic and effective. If, 
he exclaimed; I were to sum up the 
moral and intellectual! qualities of this 
man, I should say that he had the 
daring of the vulture combined with 
the heart of the wolf.

Chief of Police Bradley corrobor- 
ated the testimony of Tally and Rick- 
ey, and added: “Sheriff Burns ar- 
rested the parties at Wionemucca. I 
went on to Battle Mountaio, and while 
away the Sheriff arrested and held 
them for me. I took them out and 
talked to them separately. I told them 
I wanted them on suspicion of being 
connected with the Pollock murder.
